Resolution on American Outrages. 

Mr. Cullom, republican, of Illinois, from 
the committee on foreign relations, reported 
a& preamble -and concurrent resolution in 
regard to the Armenian outrages in 
Turkey. 

At the request of Mr. Gray, the report 
Was laid aside for future action. 

Following is the text of the preamble 
and resolution: 

Whereas, The supplementary treaty of 
Berlin, of July 13, 1878, between the Ot- 
toman empire and Great Britain, Germany, 
Austria, France, Italy and Russia, contains 
the following provisions: 

(61) The sublime porte undertakes to 
carry Out without further delay the ame- 
liorations and reforms demanded by local 
requirements in the provinces inhabited 
by the Armenians, and to guaran-ee their 
Security against the Circassians and Kurds. 
It will perioGically make known ttese 
Steps taken to this effect to the powers 
and will superintend their application. 
(62) The sublime porte having expressed 
the wish to maintain the principie cf relig- 
ious liberty, to give it the widest sccpe, 
the contracting parties take note cf this 
Spontaneous deciaration. In no oart of 
the Ottoman empire shall. differeices of 
religion be alleged against an individual 
as a ground. for exclusion or incapacity 
as regard the discharge of,civil and polit- 
ical rights, admiss.on to the public ser- 
vice, functions and honors and the erer- 
cise of the different professions »nd in- 
dustries. 

All persons shall be admitted wiihout 
distinction of religion to give evidence 
before the tribunals. Liberty and the 
outward exercises of all forms of worship 
are assured to all, and no‘*hindranze shall 
be offered either to the hierarchical or- 
fanization of the various communions, or 
to tneir relations with their spiritual 
chiefs. 

The right of official protection by the 
diplomatic and consuler agents of the 
powers in Turkey is recognized both as 
regards the above mentioned persons and 
their religious, charitable and other es- 
tablishments in the holy places. 

And, whereas, The extent and object of 
the above cited provisions of said treaty 
are to place the Christian subjects of the 
porte under the protection of the other 
signatories thereto, und to secure to such 
Christian subjects full liberty of religious 
worship and belief, the equal benefit of 
the laws and all the privileges and im- 
munities belonging to any subjects of the 
Turkish empire, and 

Whereas, by said treaty the Christian 
powers, parties thereto, having estab- 
lished, under the consent of Turkey, their 
Tight to accomplish and secure the above 
recited objects, and 

Whereas, the American people in common 
with all Christian people everywhere have 
beheld with horror the r t appalling

Resolved, by the senate of the United 
States, the house of representatives con- 
curring, that it is an imperative duty in 
the interests of humanity to express the 
earnest hope that the European concert, 
brought about. by the treaty referred to, 
may speedily be given its just effects in 
such decisive measures as shail stay the 
hand of fanaticism and lawless ~~ clence 
and as shall secure to the unoffending 
Christians of the Turkish empire «#1 the 
rights belonging to them, both as men 
and as Christians and as benoaticiaries 
of the explicit provisions of the treaty 
above recited. 

Resolved, that the president be requested 
to communicate these resolutions to the 
governments of Great Britain, Germany, 
Austria, France, Italy and Russia. 

Resolved further, that the senate of 
the United States, the house of repre- 
sentatives concurring, will support the 
president in the most vigorous action he 
may take for the protection and. security 
of American citizens in Turkey, and to 
obtain redress for injuries committed on 
persons or property of such citizeis.

He Went to Africa on the Ashanti Expedition, and Died from a Fever 
Contracted There. 


royal yatchS and@ the clubhouse of the 
Royal Yacht squadron are fiying flags at 
half-mast as a mark of respect to the 
memory of Prince Henry of Battenberg, 
son-in-law of the queen, and flags are half- 
masted upon public and private buildings 
in London and all of the great towns, in 
which the church bells were tolled when 
the news of Prince Henry’s death was re- 
ceived. At the desire of the queen, Mr. 
George J. Gaschen, first lord of the admiral- 
ty, has cabled instructions to Commander 
Henry M. Bsting, in command of the Brit- 
ish cruiser Blonde, to bring the body of 
Prince Henry to England with the least 
possible delay. Manifestations of sorrow at 
the death of Prince Henry are everywhere 
visible and expressions of sympathy with 
the queen and Princess Beatrice are heard 
upon all sides. 

Prince Henry Maurice of Battenberg 
was a son of Prince Alexander of Batten- 
berg (Hesse), and the Countess von Lauck, 
daughter of a former Polish minister of 
war, who was raised to the rank of princess 
on her morganatic marriage with the ruler 
of Hesse. He was born October 5, 1858, and 
married on July 23, 1885, Princess Mary Vic- 
toria Feodora, the ninth and youngest child 
of Queen Victoria. Othe day of his mar- 
riage he received the rank of “royal high- 
ness’’ by letters patent from the queen. 
He was later appointed governor of the Isle 
of Wight and of Carisbrooke castle, and 
although not really an officer of the regu 
lar’ army of Great Britain, he was indi- 
cated as a colonel In the army list. In 
November last Prince Henry joined the 
British Ashantee expedition in a special 
capacity and sailed on December 7th. Col- 
onel Sir Francis Scott, commanding the 
expedition, appointed him his military sec- 
retary. In the early part of the present 
month he was attacked with swamp fever 
at Nyassa and returned to Cape Coast cas- 
tle in charge of a surgeon, though it was 
announced that his illness was not serious. 

The court circular referring to the death 
of Prince Henry of Battenberg says a 
terrible blow has fallen upon her majesty 
and Princess Beatrice. Then follows brief 
details of the prince’s illness and death, 
after which the circular says: 

“The queen is most deeply afflicted by 
seeing her beloved daughter’s happy life 
crushed and by losing a most amiable and 
affectionate son-in-law, to whom she was 
much devoted. 

“The Princess Beatrice is bearing the 
awful shock with great fortitude and resig- 
nation.”’ 

Emperor William Sent Condolences. 

Lordon, January 22.—The Daily Chron- 
icle tomorrow will say that Emperor Wil- 
liam, of Germany, was almost the first 
to send a message of condolence over the 
death of Prince Henry of Battenberg to 
the queen and Princess Beatrice. Em- 
peror William’s message was couched in 
the most kindly terms.

HUNTER FALLS SHORT 


He Failed To Connect with the 
Senatorial Election. 


STEGE IS HOLDING HIM OUT 


It Is Done at the Bid of Hunter’s Own 
Party. 


IT MEANS THE DOCTOR'S SURE DEFEAT 


Ancther Instance of Dog in the 
Manger—The Outcome Awaited 
with Interest. 


Frankfort, Ky., January 22.—(Special.)— 
The Hunter people announced last night 
and early this morning that today in the 
joint session they would elect Hunter, but 
when the result of the first ballot on joint 
session was announced this evening 
Hunter was still as far from the senator- 
ship as before the joint session convened. 
The house received the lieutenant gover- 
nor and thirty-seven senators standing. 

The roll call showed present all the 
members of both houses except Senator 
Ogilvie and the late representative from 
Nelson county—present 136. 

The crowd grew denser every minute, 
but the silence was aimost breathless as 
the names of the nominees were an- 
nounced by Senator Jones and Mr. 
Stephenson and the roll call began. 

The vote was a party vote with these 
exceptions. 

Mr. Hayward voted for Buckner, Hol- 
loway for McCreary, Stege for Wtison 
and Weissinger fer Carlisle. 

In the house Mr. Carroll voted this time 
for McCreary instead of Carlisle. Mr. 
Johns voted for McCreary. Mr. Hoor 
voted for Hunter and was loudly applaud- 
ed. Rice voted for McCreary, Speight for 
McCreary, Violett for Carlisle and was 
hissed by the Frankfort people. 

The vote, with the excepiion of Hoor’s 
change, was the same as yesterday. 
Hunter 68, Blackburn 58, scattering 10. 

This means that a determined effort will 
be made to force Hunter to retire. 

Hon. Augusius E. Wilson, of Louisville, 
who was defeated by Hunter for tne re- 
publican caucus nomination, was here to- 
day and is responsible for the action of 
Senator Stege in refusing to support 
Hunter. Wilson made the following 
statement: 

“I think that the nomination upon which 
Mr. Hunter claims republican support was 
in great part secured by conduct which 
threatens the ruin of the republican party 
in Kentucky, and as a republican I telieve 
and hope that it will never result in his 
election.”’

FIRST REPUBLICAN TO REPRE- 
SENT MARYLAND SINCE ’6O. 


Many of His Own Party Refused To 
Vote for Him Because of the 
Eastern Shore Law. 


Annapolis, Md., January 22.—Hon. George 
L. Wellington will be the first republican 
to represent the state of Maryland in cuil-

As soon as the an- 
nouncement was made that Mr. Well.ngton 
had triumphed several of the more enr- 
thusiastic of his partisans started up the 
doxology. “Praise God From Whom All 
Blessings Flow’’ quickly filled the cham- 
ber. The singing was continued for some 
miputes, mingled with hisses and jeers. 
Speaker Mudd finally restored order and 
the convention adjourned sine die. 

A large crowd was present from all parts 
of the state and Mr. Wellington’s victory 
was very popular. One of the defeated 
Eastern Shere candidate expressed the 
sentiments of the majority when he said: 

‘The triumph of Mr. Wellington is a 
distinct victory for superior mental caliber 
and experienced leadership. Had it not 
been for the state law of § i193, 
which limited the nomination to the 
eastern shore of the state and the fond tra- 
ditions that clustered around that ancient 
statute, he would, because of his great 
ability, have easily disarmed and beat down 
all opposition. He went into the fight pan- 
oplied with the prestige of a bold and bril- 
liant campaign management which had 
swept the republicans into power in the 
State, but the Eastern Shore law, jealousies 
within the party ramks and the fear of a 
reign of bossism in the event of his elec- 
tion, militated against him and came near 
defeating his ambition.” 

Mr. Wellington was elected to congress 
in 1894. His term will expire March 3, 1897, 
just at the time his term as senator will 
begin. He has, therefore, before him a term 
of more than seven years in congress. 

At 'the present time Mr. Wellington is 
confined to his room a pretty sick man. 
It may be some weeks perhaps morths, 
before he will regain his health. He has 
been threatened with pleuri-pneumonia, 
the lower lobe of the right lung and the 
pleura being affected.

Money, 68; Lowry, 40; Allen, 35; Hooker, 
8; McLaurin, 9; Yerger, 2, 

On the fourteenth ballot, McLaurin re- 
ceived fifteen votes, Lowry losing one, 
Hiooker one, Yerger one and Allen four. 

This increase in MclLaurin’s vote was 
like a bombshell in the caucus, and put 
all hands to work to check it. A stam- 
pede was feared, but it never came, instead, 
McLaurin lost one in the fifteenth ballot 
and Money gained two. On the sixteenth, 
McLaurin had only eight while Money re- 
ceived seventy-four, lacking only seven of 
the nomination when the caucus adjourned. 


GOLD RESERVE STILL FALLING. 


It Has Very Nearly Dropped to the 
Fifty Million Mark. 
Washington, January 22.—The treasury 
gold reserve at the close of business today 
stood $50,618,659. The withdrawals for the 

day as reported amounted to $181,000. 

The abstract of the condition of the 3,706 
national banks on December 13th last, as 
compiled by Comptroller Eckels, was made 
public teday. It shows that they had $2,- 
020,960,000 in loans and discounts and $1,720,- 
550,000 in individual deposits. 

The specie ha&dings are stated at $206- 
712,410, of which $168,244,430 was in gold. On 
September 2th last the gold in the nation- 
al banks was $162,925,290. 

On January 1, 1896, the treasury official 
circulation staternent placed the stock of 
gold in the country at $618,205,000. Mint 
Director Preston estimates that todav 
there is $80,000,000 of gold in the United 
States. 

Accerding to the treasury’s daily state- 
ment there is today in the treasury in round 
figures $100,000,000 in gold, of which $49,858,- 
000 is covered by gold certificates outstand- 
ing. The treasury gold of $100,000,000,. with 
that of $168,000,000 in the national banks 
makes $268,000,000, which if Mint Director 
Preston’s figures of $580,000,000 in the United 
is ccrrect, makes $312,000,000 of gold in 
trust companies, private banks and in the 
pockets of people. 


FRAUD WILL BE PLEADED. 


Hyams Brothers Wilt Plead Guilty of 
Fraud and Get Off Easy. 
Toronto, Ont., January 22.—The case of 
Harry and Dallas Hyams, charged ‘with

It is understood that all charges against 
the prisoners will be dropped except that 
of fraud, to which they will plead guilty, 
and will be allowed their liberty on sus- 
pension of sentence,-thus giving them an 
opportunity to leave the country, which 
they are anxious to do.

| MAY YET NOT MARRY 


Harrison Children Do Not Want Him 
To Wed Mrs. Dimmick. 


OPPOSITION STILL STRONG 


Friends of the Late Mrs. Harrison 
Are Expressing Themselves on 
the Engagement. 


Indianapolis, Ind., January 22.—It is well 
understood that the family of ex-President 
Harrison is immovably opposed to his mar- 
riage with Miss Dimmick. Not ‘only this 
but relatives of Mrs. Dimmick, who are 
also relatives of the late Mrs. Benjamin 
Harrison, are opposed to the match. The 
friends of the late Mrs. Harrison are tak- 
ing a lively interest in the ex-president’s 
proposed matrimonial venture. They say 
that they are horrified, to say nothing of 
the fact that they are overwhelmed by a 
wave of ardent tndignation. 

As matters stand now the marriage of 
the ex-president will make a distiinct 
and, possibly, permanent breach in his 
family and separate him definitely from his 
children. Neither Mrs. McKee nor Russell 
Harrison. are on speaking terms with their 
step-mother to be and both have interposed 
an earnest, though dignified, opposition 
to the proposed marriage. 

The opposition arises, they insist, not 
from any dislike of their father marry- 
ing a second time, but solely from a feel- 
ing that circumstances connected with the 
history of the acquaintance which leads 
to the approaching marriage nmfake 
the event an act of disrespect to the mem- 
ory of their mother. 

Infiuenced Harrison. 

In the first place it shoula be stated 
that Mrs. Dimmick’s character as a woman 
is in no way involved in this matter. That 
she has exercised over the president an 
influence which interfered with the domes- 
tic peace of the family and that he per- 
mitted and encouraged that infiuence is 
the miost serious charge involved, 


in 1888 Mrs. Harrison, at the suggestion of 
her sister, Mrs. Scott-Lord, invited her 
niece, Mrs. Dimmick, to Indianapolis. Mrs. 
Dimmick, it is said, was in very low spirit 
ate that time and the idea was that the life 
and excitement there would divert her 
mind and improve her health. 

' Mrs. Dimmick at once began to take a 
very active part in the Harrison family 
affairs. Her influence over General Harri- 
son quickly became very strong. After 
some months and before the family went 
to Washington, Mrs. Harrison discussed 
with an intimate friend here the best way 
of getting Mrs. Dimnmrick out of the fam- 
ily. 

Death of Mrs. Dimmick’s Mother. 

Mrs. Dimmick’s mother died and the 
restrictions of the mourning period de- 
prived her of outside companionship and 
threw her more than ever into the com- 
pany of the president. 

Finally Mrs. Dimmick was given to un- 
derstand, through a relative, that her con- 
tinued residence in the white house was 
unwelcome to Mre. Harrison. She ap- 
pealed to the president and he refused to 
consent to her departure under such cir- 
cumstances. 

The quarrel between the president and 
Mrs. Harrison became critical. That it 
did not become public was due to her 
own good sense and the efforts of her 
son and daughter, who were horrified at 
the prospects of a ‘‘white house scandal.” 

Matters were adjusted somehow, but 
there continued to be unpleasant friction 
until Mrs. Harrison’s final illness began. 
Mrs. Dimmick was installed by tne presi- 
demt as nurse. 

After the president’s term ended Mrs. 
McKee returned to Indianapolis to prepare 
her father’s home for his permanent resi- 
dence. Mrs. Dimmick quickly appeared. 
As soon as she could without attracting 
comment, Mrs. McKee left, and she and 
her husband have since made their home 
elsewhere, 

Last summer Mr. Harrison took a cot- 
tage in the Adirondacks, and asked Mrs. 
Mckee to live with him there. She con- 
sented’ and Mrs. Dimmick promptly ap- 
peared as a guest. There was more armed 
neutrality, but no open break. 

Mr. Harrison, who for some time after 
his wife’s death kept aloof from Mrs. 
Dimmick’s inftuence, has recently been ob- 
viously yielding to it again, and his chil- 
dren have realized for some time the im- 
minence of the step he has announced that 
he is about to take. 

They have not recognized Mrs.* Dimmick 
in any way and when meeting her in 
— Mrs. McKee has avoided a greet- 
ng. 

There May Be No Wedding. 

They still have hopes, it is said, that 
the match may be broken off. The wed- 
ding, it is announced, has been postponed 
until April instead of taking place at once, 
as was wished by Mr. Harrison. This post- 
ponement is believed to have been made in 
deference to his children’s wishes. 

It is understood that Mr. Harrison feels 
very deeply the break in his family rela- 
tions and would sacrifice much to avert 
it. He is especially fond of “Baby Mc- 
Kee” and his other grandchildren, and 
misses no occasion to be with them when 
he is in New York. He insists, however, 
that his children’s opposition to his mar- 
riage is unreasonable and, -sfrong in his 
affection for his intended wife, will carry 
Wis plans through to the end. 

Mrs. McKee is Known to have broken 
greatly in health recently and her friends 
assert that her failing is due to worry over 
family troubles. 


HIGH FREIGHT RATES.

BIMETALLISTS AT WORE. 


Preparing for {a (Convention To Be 
Held This Year. 

Washington, January 22.—Nearly one hun- 
dred bimetallists, many of them prominent 
men of the country, met fi Washington to- 
day to arrange for holding & national sil- 
ver convention to put a ticket in the fleid 
for the coming presidential campaign, this 
action to be contingent upon the failure of 
both the old political parties to recognize 
the white metal by nominating candidates 
unequivocally pledged to tts rehabilitation 
on a basis of 16 to 1. 

The gathering is the result of a confer- 
ence held in Chicago several weeks ago of 
the president of the American Bimetallic 
League, the National Bimetallic Union and 
the National silver committee, at which 
it was agreed to consolidate under the title 
of the American Bimetallic Union, with 
General A. J. Warner as president. The 
meeting today is being held behind closed 
doors and with an evident intention to 
prevent any premature announcement of its 
proceedings. 

General J. B. Weaver, of Iowa; Judge 
Field, of Virginia; Senator Marion Butler, 
of North Carolina; T. M. Pattison, of Col- 
orado; Judge Bell, of Colorado; C. M. War- 
dafl, of California; J. H. Turner, of Geor- 
gia, and E. G. Brown, of Massachusetts, 
constitute a special committee to meet the 
silver men. They say they will take no 
part in the conference, but merely carry 
out the instructions of their national com- 
mittee. 

General Warner was promptly made 
chairman of the meeting. Senator Marion 
Butler, of North Carolina, introduced Mr. 
Wharton Barker, of Philadelphia, who said 
that China was the great commercial rival 
of the United States. 

Senator Stewart, of Nevada, occupied a 
front seat in the meeting and several other 
members of cofigress were in attendance. 

General Warner said before the meeting 
that a provisional committee representing 
all the states would be appointed and a 
date the latter part of July would be set 
for a conventfon, and not until then would 
it be decided whether to put a ticket in the 
field and what name the party would take 
Everything depended upon the action of the 
republican and democratic conventions. 

The secret meeting resulted in the ap- 
pointment of committees on . resolutions 
and organization. The committees are 
as follows: : 

On resolutions—Senator John P. Jones, 
of Nevada, chairman; H. F. Barline, Ne- 
vada; Mr. Lauringer, Pennsylvania; Jos. 
Sheldon, Connecticut; J. L. McLaurin, 
Scuth Carolina; General Warner, Ohio. 

On organization—Mr. Stevenson, Colora- 
do; J. N. Johnson, Virginia; J. C. Col- 
lier, District of Columbia, and J. P. Mc- 
Intosh, Utah. 

The committee on resolutions has about 
completed its report and will furnish it 
to the convention tomorrow. 

It was deflarevly decided that a conven- 
tion should be held, and it is understood 
that the committee on organization will 
recommend that St. Louis be the place 
for holding it, on a date about ten days 
after the assembling of the democratic 
forces in Chicago on July 7th. This will 
make the stlver convention take place 
at about the same time as the pcpulist 
convention in St. Louis. Tonight’s ses- 
sion was public and was devoted to ad- 
dresses on the silver question by General 
Weaver, of Iowa, Senator Marion Butler, 
ex-Congressman Barline and others. Gen- 
eral Weaver received great applause when 
he predicted that the silver question would 
mak? the west and south a unit.

MANUFACTURERS’ MEETING. 


There Was a Much Larger Attendance 
Yesterday Than on Monday. 

Chicago, January 22.—There was a large- 
ly increased attendance at today’s session 
of the national convention of American 
manufacturers, The delegates to the con- 
ference of textile manufacturers in a body 
attended. 

When tke convention had been called to 
order a report was presented by Charles 
Heber Clarke, of Philadelphia. It set forth 
that Japan was fast becoming a bold and 
large competitor in the trade of the world 
in cotion fabrice. Agencies for the product 
of the Asiatics were rapidly being estab- 
lished in this country rivaling and crowd- 
ing out American goods. The menace of- 
fered to American manufacturers by the 
products of cheap oriental labor to de- 
termine the cause of this menace and what 
means should be adopted to arrest the 
threatened injury to domestic products was 
discussed. 


An amendment by Hon. Warner Miller, | 


of New York, to address the request to 
the house of representatives was discuss- 
ed, and the report adopted. 

I’rom the committee on resolutions came 
a& report recommending a judicious system 
of subsidies for the development of the 
American merchant marine, favoring the 
construction and operation of the Nicara- 
gua canal by the federal government and 
the development of interior waterways; 
urging the enactment of a national bank- 
ruptcy law for uniform operation in all 
States. This portion of the report was 
adopted unanimously. 

There was a spirited discussion, how- 
ever, on a resolution reported without rec- 


_cmmendation setting forth that inasmuch 


as many of the states of the union have 
passed certain laws to the effect that all for- 
eign corporaticns shall file with the secre- 
tary of state a certificate of incorporation 
end pay into the treasury of said states cer- 
tain fees and imposing certain objectionable 
features, that, therefore, the executive 
committee be empowered to take such ac- 
tion as in their judgment might seem wise 
to secure uniformity and removal of ob- 
jectionable featurés, 

Varner Miller objected to the vagueness 
of the resolution, and urged that the con- 
vention should be told clearly what the 
objectionable features were. He contended 
that wild-cat corcerns claiming to do on 
paper_an immense tLusiness on charters 
from other states and thereby seeking to 
evade the tax, ought to be brought under 
the laws of other states in which they did 
business, 

Charles Davis, of Cincinnati, who intro- 
duced the resolution, repudiated the sug- 
gestion that it was framed in the interest 
of the wild-cat concerns and delegates 
from corporations doing business in Ohio, 
Michigan and other states, and told of the 
hardships that were involved in the specific 
compliance with the laws of those states 
regarding foreign operations. 

At Colonel A. L. Conger’s instance the 
resolution was sent back to the committee 
to be remodeled. 

The convention then took up a lengthy 
revision of the constitution of the organi- 
zation, submitted by Thomas McDougall, 
of Cincinnati, which occupied the remainder 
of the morning session.

BRETHREN HAVE DISAGREED 


One Confessed What He Didn’t Be- 
lieve Was Sinful and the Other 
Objected.

Stormy scenes occurred at Blue Springs 
Baptist church this week. 

In the proceedings which followed the 
regular services Pastor Winom announced 
the conference ready, and before he had 
finished the sentence an old white-haired 
gentleman of seventy-two, named Mc- 
Dowell, arose while the attention of the 
audience were riveted upon him. Turning 
to the moderator he said: 

‘An open confession is good for -the 
soul,’ and believing in that old adage, I

| Make a statement before this conference. 


On Christmas day a party of men gather- 
ed near a store in the woods and all put 
up money to shoot fer a turkey. I thought 
I would take a chance, so I put in 10 cents 
for another man to shoot for me and if 
he had been lucky enough to have won 
the turkey I would have helped eat it. 
Now if I’ve offended the church or any of 
the brethren I’m sorry for it. But I don’t 
think I’ve committed any sin.” 

As he resumed his seat another member, 
Rev. John White, gained the floor and 
amid much silence said: 

“Brother moderator, Brother McDowell 
has not brought his charge before this 
conference in proper shape. He has asked 
the church and brethren to be forgiven 
and fails to acknowledge that he has 
sinned. Whenever he appears in right 
form and confesses his sin I shal] then be 
just as reacy to forgive him as anybody.” 

The remarks caused a fiutter of excite- 
ment and the congregation could but 
stare from one to the other. 

When Mr. McDowell arose to reply to 
the preacher his face was livid and his 
form was trembling with rage. 

“Brother White, I feel that I’ve not 
committed any sin,”’ said he, as he point- 
ed his index finger at Brother White, ‘‘and 
I’m not going to tell any lie about it, sir. 
I told the truth in regard to my case and 
tried to make it as plain as possible.’ 

In ‘the midst of the confusion a member 
named Arch Hester arose and hastily sug- 
gested that if he could get a second to 
his motion he would more that Brother 
McDowell be forgiven. 

Every male member’s hand in the house 
went up with the exception of Preacher 
White, who voted in the negative. 

This bold affrontery of White’s stung 
McDowell, who looked daggers at his op- 
ponent. The latter jumped up and said: 

“I said previously that if I had offended 
the church or any of the brethren I ask 
to be forgiven, and I wish to be under- 
stood that I’m not going to tell a lie 
about it.’’

ATHENS HAS AN OLD CLOCK. 


IT HAS BEEN RUNNING CONTIN- 
UOUSLY FOR 125 YEARS. 


Other News from the Confines of the 
Classic City—Two New Factories 
Proposed To Be .Builded. 


Athens, Ga., January 22.—(Special.)—There 
is a rare curiosity in the possession of 
Mr. James Fulcher, who lives about eight 
miles from Winder. 

It is an old clock with a history. 

The clock was purchased by Mr. Fulcher’s 
great grandfather 125 years ago, and has 
since that time changed ownership only 
three times. 

It has been running steadily during all 
that tame and has never lost one ‘-ninute. 
It has never stopped ticking, and although 
it has seen over a century of service, 
it has never been repaired at all. It still 
ticks on aS regularly as ever. 

Not a Scratch. 

There lives in Clarke county, near Geor- 
gia factory, an old confederate veteran 
named William Wood. He was telling his 
experience yesterday. He was in thirty- 
seven battles in Virginia and in the very 
fore of each battle, and never received 
even a scratch.

WHERE “DOC” HOLLIDAY LIVED.

Valdosta, Ga., Was His Home Before 


He Became Famous. 

Valdosta, Ga., January 92 .—(Special.)— 
The recent publication in some of the west- 
ern papers of historical sketches of ‘‘Doc 
Holliday, the famous ‘“‘man-killer’’ of the 
west, have been read with interest 
here, because this city was “Docs 
original stamping ground. It was 
here that he was reared, and it was from 
this city that he went tv the west in the 
seventies. 

Doc’s name was John, and he was known 
by that name to his old associates here un- 
til he returned to this city from Philadel- 
phia a_ full-fledged dentist. All of his 
schooling was received at the institute here 
and all of the older citizens of the place 
were among his schoolmates, Immediate- 
ly after his return from the dental col- 
lege he went west to grow up with the 
country and in a few short years he had 
thea reputation of being the greatest man- 
killer in the west. 

As a schoolboy, ‘“‘Doc’’ was mischievous, 
but not mean; he was full of vim, as 
brave as a lion, but not overbearing. He 


was good natured, always sociable .and as | 


neat as a pin. Since the many fatalities 
with which he was charged in the west- 
ern states, it has been claimed that his 
neatness grated considerably upon ragged 


faculties of some of the westerners, and | 


that “Doc” had to establish a right good- 
sized cemetery before he could make the 
populace believe that he would wear laun- 
dered shirts, etc., when he pleased. 

Among the first tragedies with which 

“Doc” was charged was the killing of one 

or two ronghs whom he had been deputized 
to arrest. Afterwards, as a deputy United 
States marshal, he tied new knots in his 
string of k.lled so rapidly that his friends 
here could never keep up with them. “*Doc”’ 
was never a bandit, and the tragedies in 
which he figured were probably the neces- 
sary outcome of the duties which his posi- 
tion as deputy marshal forced upon. h:m. 
In all of his encounters he was never 
wounded. He died of consumption several 
years ago, but visited this city several 
times before his death and after his repu- 
tation with the pistol had become na- 
tional. 

He was the son of Major H. B. Holliday, 
a gallant confederate soldier, who also won 
a brilliant record in the Mexican war un- 
der General H. R. Jackson. Major Holi- 
day died here four days ago, and his 
remains are buried in the cemetery here.

About this time Mr. Walter Collier came 
up. His inquisitive turn of mind caused 
him to open the box and peep in. 

It was filled with small cylindrical car- 
tridges, harmless looking in every way. It 
was thought by Mr. Collier that they were 
an extra supply of strange fireworks left 
inadvertantly upon the departure of the 
Pain Fireworks Company. He examined 
the queer material and came to the con- 
clusion that he would give a fireworks 
display of an elabdrate nature. 

He called to the gate keeper, Mr. T. C. 
Austin, and several small boys about the 
place to witness the performance. One of 
the boys was instructed to make a fire 
in front of the administration building, 
where the display was to be made. When 
it was burning brightly Mr. Collier threw 
in one of the smaller cartridges. There 
was a sharp explosion but no damage was 
done., 

Then Mr. Collier took out one of the 
larger pieces and placed it near the flames. 
He had an idea that beautiful pyrotechni- 
cal combinations would appear and looked 
for stars of tne first magnitude to flare 
forth. 

The stars came, but not in the way Mr. 
Collier expected... Suddenly there was a 
loud report. The air was dense with smoke. 
When the black cloud cleared away Mr. 
Blodgett, ‘looking from his second-story 
window, saw Mr. Collier rolling over in 
agony and the smal boys scattered over 
the plaza, more or less dilapidated. Gate 
Keeper Austin was hurled against the wall 
with terrific force and saw many constel- 
lations of strange device. The porter was 
buried in the debris. 

It was some time before those who had 
been injured recovered sufficiently to take 
the situation into meaning. Upon exam- 
ination it was found that some of the 
wires from the cartridges had been bur- 
ied in the face of Mr. Collier and he was 
otherwise severely bruised. The small boys 
had received their share of the combusti- 
bles and their faces were badly powder 
stained. The sudden explosion made a loud 
noise and drew out a largf crowd from the 
buildings. 

Mr. Collier was carried to the adminis- 


( tration building and was able soon after- 
| wards to go home. Dr. McRae was calied 


and found the cuts in the face to he severe.

gouncil or in the courts it will stand as 
the law of the city. The board of police 
«commissioners recognizes the decision as 
Jaw and Chief Wright is without a job. 
This turn to the already sensational de- 


welopments regarding the city detective 
fliepartment will be recetved in the nature 
pf an unexpected and exceedingly sur- 
prising fature. It had been generally con- 
ceded that the office of assistant chief of 
police was not affected by the Inman or- 
@inance. 

It was not dreamed that the abolition or- 
ginance would wipe out of existence tbe 
@ffice of assistant chief of police, although 
the office of chief of detectives, of course, 
fwent down in the Inman ordinance wreck- 
age. It was thought that Chief Wright 
was securely lodged in an office at least 
prtil March, 1897, Dut the city attorneys 
pay: “Nay, nay!” 

Just whether Captain Wright will step 
Gown and out gracefully and without 
questioning the decision of the attorney 
remains to be seen. It is decidedly pro 
mblie that he will not do so. It looks as if 
the matter is in a fair way to get into the 
courts and proceedings in that direction 
May be taken this morning. 

It is known that Captain Wright con- 
tends that his term of office continues 
until March, 1897. It is said that attorneys 
have taken a view of the matter entirely 
contrary to that of the city attorneys. 
That further steps will be taken there 
Beems to be little doubt. 

Was a Clean Sweep. 

It now looks as if the Inman ordinance 
makes a clean sweep of the old detective 
Gepartment from Chief Wright down to 
Cierk Johnson.

Chairman Johnson stated that the object 
of the meeting was to take action on the 
Inman ordinance. He stated tKat acting as 
chairman of the board and for the board 
he had dissplved the detective department 
during the afternoon. 

Looked Like a Wrangle. 

Captain English caused a surprise by a 
little speech he made about the action of 
the chairmtan. It looked as if the meeting 
would start off with a wrangle, but judg- 
ment prevailed and a free dispensation 
of oil on the troubled waters repelled the 
rising waves of discord. 

Captain English said that he thought 
Chairman Johnson has acted with undue 
haste in declaring the detective department 
abolished without consulting the board.

Mr. Stockdell said the 
same end the matter was passed by the 
adoption of a motion offered by Captain 
English that the board recognize and en- 
force the ordinance as adopted by the coun- 
cil. The motion prevailed by a unanimous

Mayor King then suggested that in view 
of the fact that the board had matters to 
act on which had best be attended to in 
gecret session and the other commissioners 
agreeing with him, the room was cleared of 
all save Assistant City Attorney West- 
mioreland and Clerk Patterson, of Chictf 
Connolly’s office. 

Two Hours’ Secret Session. 

The session began at 7:30 o’clock prompt- 
ly. It was after 10 o’clock when the mect- 
ing adjourned, the secret session continuing 
for nearly two hours. The board requcst- 
ed a written statement from the assistant 
city attorney as to the status of the cflice 
of assistant chief of police and chief of de- 
tectives. Chairman Johnson dictated the 
following letter to Mr. Westmoreland and 
Mr. Westmoreland in turn dictated a re- 
ply.

Says Wright Has No Job. 

The letter reads as follows:

Chief Connolly Takes Charge. 

After the meeting of the board Chief 
Connolly inssued an order assigning the old 
detective force to regular patrol duty and 
announcing the appointment of the six new 
detectives. The new men were appointed 
in secret session. Heretofore the detectives 
have been selected by the police board, and 
that question caused some discussion dur- 
ing the meeting last night. 

It was stated yesterday that Chief Con- 
nolly had selected the old detectives, but 
it was shown by the minutes of the board 
that the board itseif has always appointed 
the detectives, except in the case of De- 
tives Conn and Tysor. Those two detec- 
tives were appointed by the chief, with the 
assent of the chairman. 

By the order of Chief Connolly, ex-Detec- 
tives Conn, Looney and Tysor are assigned 
to patrol duty on the day watch. 

‘Ex-Detectives Bedford, Barrett, Green, 
Ivy and Wootten go to the evening watch, 
commanded by Captain Jennings. 

Ex-Detective Mehaffey goes to the morn- 
ing watch.

The Mayor’s Fatal Hand. 

Its death knell was sounded at high noon. 

The Atlanta detective department is no 
more. 

With one rapid movement of his pen the 
mayor swept away one of the organized 
departments of city government yesterday. 

When Mayor King attached his signature 
to the Inman ordinance abolishing the de- 
tective department at noon yesterday that 
much-abused branch of the police depart- 
ment threw up its hands and ceased to ex- 
ist. 

As forecasted almost positively in yester- 
day’s Constitution, Mayor Porter King 
signed the ordinance introduced by Mr. 
Hugh T. Inman, of the sixth ward, and 
supported by the finance committee of the 
council, which was adopted by the general 
council at its meetimg last Monday after- 
noon, repealing all ordinances establishing 
a detective department. 

And as forecasted, he attached his signa- 
ture to the paper just as soon as it reach- 
ed his hands. That he would do so there 
was no question, and the prediction that the 
life of the detective department was good 
for a few hours only proved reliable. With 
the signing of the ordinance it became a law 
effective at once and the city’s detective de- 
partment existed only in theory. 

It was three hours afterwards when the 
members of that department were officially 
notified that their services as detectives 
had been dispensed with. The news was 
no surprise to them, but it was an an- 
nouncement which cut.to the quick the 
sensibilities of every member of the depart- 
ment who heard the declaration of Cnair- 
man Johnson, of the police board. As the 
words were spoken which ended the actual 
life. of the detective branch the faces of 
some of the members of it turned color 
and their darkened spirits were plainly 
depicted. It was a scene never to be for- 
gotten by those interested. 

Gathered about him in the detective office 
at police headquarters, Chairman Johnson 
announced his mission to the chief of po- 
lice and chief of detectives, and the nine 
members of the detective department—De- 
tectives Bedford, Looney, Barrett, Wootten, 
Tysor, Mehaffey, Conn, Ivy and Green. 
The head of the police board held in his 
hand a copy of the Inman ordinance as 
adopted by the council and signed by May- 
or King. The paper was his authority to 
declare a dissolution of the detective de- 
partment. 


Mr. Colvin’s Motion Disregarded. 

Without regard to the motion for a recon- 
sideration, made by Alderman Colvin, the 
abolition ordinance became a law and the 
first steps were taken toward its enforce- 
ment when Mayor King directed City Clerk 
Phillips to transmit a copy of the paper to 
Chairman Johnson, of the police commis- 
sion. That was at exactly noon. Mr. Phil- 
lips drafted a copy of the ordinance in the 
presence of a representative of The Con- 
stitution, and as he penned the last line re- 
marked that the paper would soon bring 
to an abrupt end the existence of an or- 
ganized detective department. 

“Got the Deadwood on Us.” 

The law point raised by City Attorney 
Judge Anderson that Alderman Colvin’s 
motion for a reconsideration is not effective 
against the Inman ordinance is recognized 
as well taken by the mover for a reconsid- 
eration. Mr. Colvin admits that his mo- 
tion does not stand in law. He expresses 
himself in this language: 

“Yes, I guess they’ve got the dead wood 
on us.” 

The point turned the situation as indicat- 
ed. It paved the way for Mayor King to 
sign the ordinance without leaving a doubt 
as to the legality of the action. The ordi- 
nance was adopted by a sufficient number 
of affirmative votes, and the motion for a 
reconsideration out of the way, nothing re- 
mained to hinder the ordinance becoming a 
law except the necessity of the signature of 
the mayor. And that signature was at- 
tached without delay, reservation or re- 
gret. 

That Important Decision. 

Judge Anderson’s important decision bear- 
ing on the question was recounted in yes- 
terday’s Constitution. It was shown that 
a motion to reconsider does not affect pro- 
posed legislation unless that proposed legis- 
lation has for ite object the increase of the 
indebtedness of the city or the expenditure 
ofits revenues. Legislation proposed which 
has for its object the increase of the in- 
debtedness of the city or the expenditure 
of its revenues, when adopted by the coun- 
cil, can be delayed in effect until the next 
meeting of the body by the making of a 
motion to reconsider the action. 

The Inman ordinance abolishing the de- 
tective department in no manner increases 
the indebtedness of the city or the ex- 
penditure of its revenues, therefore, ac- 
cording to Judge Anderson, the motion for 
a reconsideration of it made by Alderman 
Colvin has no effect on the final enactment 
of the law and its enforcement immediately 
upon the signing of the ordinance by the 


mayor. 
Can Be Reconsidered. 

But by a majority vote the council at its 
next meeting can reconsider the Inman or- 
dimance and re-establish the detective de 
partment. The proposition stands as an in- 
dependent one. Any member of the body 
who voted in favor of the adoption of the 
ordinance last Monday can move to recon- 
sider the action, and if a majority of the 
council votes to reconsider the old ordi- 
nance stands, leaving the detective depart- 
ment as formerly. 

And another means of re-establishing the 
detective department is by the ordinary 
method of repealing an ordinance no longer 
desired. Any memer of the council can 
introduce an ordinance repealing the In- 
man ordinance, and if sustained by a major- 
ity vote the detective departmerst will be 
re-established. 

But until the next meeting of the council 
the Inman Iaw is effective and has already 
been enforced by tthe abolition of 
the detective department. Nothing 
but court proceedings can stay the 
execution of the ordinance and it 
appears that there is no _ intention 
to take the matter in the courts. Alderman 
Colvin and other enemies of the Inman 
ordinance state that they have no intention 
to appeal to the courts, but will recognize 
to the situation as it is without question. 

No Motion May Be Made. 

It is not even certain that a motion will 
be made at the next council meeting to 
reconsider or rep@al the ordinance adopted 
at the suggestion of Mr. Inman. If such 
a step is contemplated it cannot be fore- 
casted now. Alderman Coelvin stated that 
he did not know whether or not he would 
move for a consideration. Under the rule 
only those who voted in favor of the In- 
man ordinance can move for its reconsid- 
eration. Mr. Colvin is one of those. He 
voted for the ordinance for the purpose 
of having the right to move for its re- 
consideration. 


Tt does not seem tikéely that thors who | 
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for a reconsideration, therefore, unless Al- 
derman Colvin renews his motion, only 
one method of re-establishing the detective 
department by councilmanic action will 
be open—that of repea! in the usual manner. 


Presented to Mayor King. 

At noon yesterday Captain Forbes, of 
the city clerk’s office, gathered up a big 
batch of papers acted on by the general 
council Monday afternoon, and with an 
elastic step found his way to the elevator 
fn the front of the chamber of commerce 
building. Boarding the car with the con- 
sciousness of the importance of his mis- 
sion, he asked to be let off at the third 
floor, where Mayor King’s office is lo- 
cated. Peeping through the big sliding 
doors leading to the reception room of 
tne mayor, Captain Forbes caught the 
eye. of Captain Doc Moon, and said: 

“Can I come in?” 

“Always welcome,’’ responded the affa- 
ble go-between clerk to the mayor. 

With that Captain Forbes walked in the 
private office cf Atlanta’s chief executive, 
and was bidden to take a seat by Mayor 
King. 

“I have here the resolutions, «rdinances 
and other papers acted on by the council 
Mor:day afternoon,” said Captain Forbes, 
and as he finished the words ne bowed 
and retired, leaving the mayor in the pri- 
vacy of his office. 

It Sounded the Death Knell. 

Without delay Mayor King began to ex- 
amine the papers, and as he did so, took up 
his pen and dipped it into a big bottle 
of ink. As he turned the papers, his 
réme was written in his characteristic 
style on those which he desired to ap- 
prove. At last the Inman ordinance came 
to the surface and without any «xcite- 
ment, the mayor affixed his signa*ure to 
the paper which sounded the death cf the 
detective department. 

Tne ordinances were shortly afterwards 
returned to the clerk’s office, and Mr. i hil- 
lips was directed to transmit a copy of the 
Inman ordinance to Chairman Johason, 
of the police board, at once. The direc- 
tion was complied with, and within helf 
an hour Mr. Johnson had in his posses- 
sion a pen written copy of the paper. He 
quickly stepped to his telephone and 
called up police headquarters and asked 
for Chief Connolly and Chief Wrisht. ‘The 
latter answered the ’phone and Mr. John- 
son notified him and his detect‘ve fcice 
to assemble at the detective’s office at 3 
o’clock promptly, then and there to be 
abolished. 

A Pathetic Meeting. 

Chief Connolly received notice of the 
meeting and when the hour arrived, Chair- 
man Johnson arose and announced his 
mission. He acted for the board of com- 
missioners, until that body could get to- 
gether, and stated that it was his duty 
to declare a dissolution of the detective de- 
partment. 

“Chiefs Connolly and Wright and mem- 
bers of the detective department,” began 
Mr. Johnson, “I am here for the purpose 
of declaring the detective department 
abolished. I hold in my hand a copy of 
an ordinance abolishing the department, 
and your labors as detectives will now 
cease, Chief Wright will assume _ the 
office of assistant chief of police and re- 
main on duty as such. Chief Connolly 
will appoint such men as he desires to act 
as detectives during the afternoon and 
until the meeting of the board tonight. 
This is all 1 have to say.” 

The announcement fell on attentive ears 
and, sounded through a stilled room. The 
detectives looked at the chairman and his 
little paper very intently, and as the last 
words Were heard and Mr. Johnson took 
his seas painful quietude reigned. Not 
a word was uttered for an instant and it 
began to grow exceedingly unpleasant 
when some jocularly disposed detective 
broke the silence with: 

“That settles it!’ 

The Last Gasp of the Force. 

It was the end. The detective depart- 
ment which has been so prolific in sen 
sations; which has been the topic of dis- 
cussion on hundreds of lips for a long 
time; which has figured) conspicuously 
in political circles, and which has brought 
forth a round of abuse—deserved or unde- 
served—breathed its last and died without 
a flutter, save in the breasts of the men 
affected. 

It was noticeable that some members of 
the department were visibly affected. In 
their hearts there was undoubtedly a deep 
sensibility that they had at last been piqued 
by the arrow of defeat; humiliated in their 
own minds—if not in that of others. In 
a moment they recovered themselves and 
endeavored: to appear indifferent. 

Chief Connolly told the _ ex-detectives 
that they could have a holiday during the 
afternoon. He then placed the detective 
office in charge of Clerk Walter Johnson 
and Officer Ed Walton, and stated that 
he would look after the necessary de- 
tective work during the balance of the 
day. It was announced that a meeting 
of the police board would be held at night 
for the purpose of selecting men for detec- 
tive duty.

WERE THEY DRUGGED 


Two Men Found Dying by the Police 
Last Night. 


THEY TOOK A FATAL DRINK 


One of the Victims Dies at the Station 
House in Great Agony. 


FOUL PLAY {[$ STRONGLY ‘SUSPECTED 


Suggested by Dr. Harris That It Was 
an Overdose of Decatur Street 
Whisky. 


Dragged into the station house on a 
charge of being’drunk, Albert Tunison and 
Jim CalNahan, two street vagabonds, were 
found to be in a dying condition late last 
night. 

Before a physician could reach the prison 
in response to a hurried call, Tunison 
breathed his last, and Callahan was in the 
last throes of life. By a quick application 
of a restorative Callahan was brought 
around. 

The men were foul and dirty, and their 
presence caused an unpleasant odor even in 
the prison. When dragged out of the pa- 
trol wagon the men were supposed to be 
limp with liquor, and they were handled 
with little care. 

Before the unfortunates lay on the floor 
a moment it was observed that they were 
breathing hard and with difficulty. A sus- 
picious odor came from their mouths, and 
it was suggested that something other 
than the effect of whisky was the matter. 
Turnkey Dobbins gave the alarm, and he 
telephoned for City Physician N/ O. Har- 
ris. 


Died Before Aid Came. 

Before the physician reached the prison 
Tunison died in the prison corridor, and 
he found Callahan breathing as if he could 
last but a minute or two at the longest. 
Restoratives were quickly applied, and af- 
ter several minutes’ hard work Callahan 
began to survive. Dr. Harris was unable 
to determine the cause of the death of 
Tunison or the cause of the condition of 
Callahan, He at first thought that the 
men had been poisoned by strychnine, mor- 
phine or some other powerful drug. 

After closely examining the persons of 
the men the physician decided that his 
first oponion was incorrect, the symptoms 
indicating something else as the cause of 
the condition of the men. He suggested 
that they had been overcome by gas but 
finally decided that alcoholic poisoning ac- 
counted for the death of Tunison and the 
condition of Callahan, He thought it 
strange that two men should be similarly 
stricken at the same time, and suggested 
that the matter be looked into further. 

Callahan was sent to the Grady hospital, 
where the physicians endeavored to detect 
any poisonous drug in his stomach by a 
vigorous application of a pump. They 
found no indication of poison other than 
whisky and soon had Callahan in a fair 
way to recovery. He was considered can- 
gerously sick at midnight, but not néces- 
sarily fatally. Tunison’s body was rcmov- 
ed to Undertaker Patterson’s establishment 
this morning by order of Coroner Paden, 
who was notified of his death. An inquest 
will be held this morning and an effort 
made to learn the cause of his death. 

Callahan and Tunison were found in the 
Florida house on Decatur street, wahere 
they had been taken and piled out on the 
floor by a hackman named Charles Frank- 
lin. He got the men in Wattkins’s’ saloon, 
94 Decatur street. Patrolman Charlies Mar- 
tin found the men and after investigating 
the case arrested a young man named J. 
J. Francis. who, it seems, had bought a 
quart of liquor and gave it to the two 
men. 

It seems that Francis proposed to {fur- 
nish the liquor if Callahan and Tunison 
would drink it, and after the two had 
swallowed the contents of the bottle the 
liquor began to effect them. They soon 
sweoned away and were placed in the hack 
dead drunk. The suddenness of the effect of 
the whisky excited the suspicion that the 
mean had been drugged, and Francis was 
taken in charge until the case can be fully 
investigated. He denied that he had drug- 
ged the men when locked up at the station 
house. 

Francs was too drunk to give an ac- 
count of himself. He said that he roomed 
at 66% Peachtree street, but further than 
that nothing could be learned as to his 
identity. Callahan and Tunison are grog- 
shop frequenters. Their clothing was veld 
and tattered and they presentted a sad 
spectacle lying on the floor of the prison. 

Francis will be held until the coroner’s 
jury acts in the matter. The police think 
this morning that the two men _§ simply 
drank enough Decattur street liquor to kill 
several crdinary men and that they did so 
to see who could drink the most. 


A Sad Death. 

Mr. John Thomas Butler, son of Mr. 
W. T. Butler, died at the residence of 
his father, 210 Foundry street, Friday 
evening, January i7th, of meningitis. Mr. 
Butler was greatly liked by his numerous 
friends in the city. He was pleasant, ge- 
nial, kind hearted and very popular. His 
remains were carried to Oglethorpe county, 
where they were interred in the family 
burying grounds. Mr. Butler was at one 
time connected with The Constitution.

The Manchester : Market. 


Manchester, January 22.—The Guardian, 
in its commercial article today says: The 
improvement in American cotton at Liver- 
pool has imparted a little strength to the 
goods that are in Manchester, and the 
general appearance of the market is steady, 
with occasional instances of increased will- 
ingness to gell. Buyers, however, are un- 
willing to purchase beyond their actual 
requirements until the distant markets 
shall have contributed better prices than 
have ruled recently. Occas’onally lines of 
shirtings have been negotiated upon the 
difference between manufacturer and mer- 
chant. The lower sorts of goods are un- 
profitable, and the reluctance to make 
concessions has frequently stopped husi- 
ness. The India inquiry has been slower, 
and the renlies to offers have been disap- 
pointing. ‘There have been occasional of- 
fers from China at low prices, and little 
business has been executed. The smaller 
foreign markets have generally been quiet. 
Cheshire and Burley prints and finishing 
goods have been dragging. The demand for 
yarns at the opening promised a good bus- 
iness, but the close was poor. Spinners 
are often firm, but less trade is possible. 
Sometimes low bids have been accepted. 


The Dry Goods Market. 


New York, January 22.—The dry goods 
market at first hands is still waiting fer 
the improved demand, which is usually ap- 
parent after the middle of January in sta- 
ple cotton goods, to come along, but the 
manifestations so far are of an indetermi- 
nate character. Actual business has shown 
but an indifferent increase in any direction, 
while inquiries having tentative bids com- 
ing to hand tn fair numbers, are not backed 
up with spirit sufficient to lead to practical 
results, other than in occasional instances. 
The weight of the market is against sell- 
ers. but at the same time there is an 
enforced steadiness in a number of quar- 
ters, where prices have sagged down to a 
point highly discouraging to manufactur- 
ers. In cotton dress goods the situation is 
without material change, regular lines of all 
kinds being in indifferent request, but a 
relatively fair business passing in the ma- 
jority of novelties in both printed and wov- 
en patierned goods on a generally steady 
range Of values.

The Wizard Pianist Was Greeted by a 
Large Audience. 


ADDED ATLANTA TO HIS LIST 


Of Cities Made Captive by the Magic 
of His Art,

When Paderewski played— 

The everyday man was there, ag woll as 
the musician and devotee to musfc. 

The everyday man went more out of cu- 
riosity than for argy other reason. He had 
heard of this man, whem he called ‘‘Paday”’ 
for short; had seen pictures which made 
it appear that feminine America had lit- 
erally gone crazy over the man’s art, and 
He knew that, all things considered, the 
heir Paderewski wears is the fad of the 
year. The everyday man went a doubting 
Thomas; he came away converted, and 
this is the story of his conversion. 

Not a few bald spots were noticeable when 
the magic hour ef 8.15 was reached—not 
bald heads, for the man of the front row 
Was conspicuously absent; but spots in the 
Orchestra and orchestra circle which would 
have been occupied by. other everyday men 
had they known what this one did when 
the end of the concert came. It is a geart 
of the contract made by his managers that 
Paderewski shall make his appearance at 
8:15 o’clock, and that nobody shall be allow- 
ed to enter the house during the perform- 
ance of a number. So at 8:15 o’clock he ful- 
filied his part of the contract and came on. 

There was the applause which every star 
receives upon his tirst appearance—a cold 
little ‘howdy,’ nothing more. The audi- 
ence beheld a slight fellow with a large mop 
of copper hair—a rather diminutive editien 
o€ Yancey Carter, the populist leader of the 
eighth congressional district. That is; if 
Yancey had his eurls carefuly combed out. 

The everyday man had been a little dis- 
appointed in Patti, because she didn’t lift 
the roof with her voice; when PRaderewski 
played the first number on the programme 
he turned to his neighbor and asked: “What 
‘con’ game have we gone up 
against?’ There’ was nothing remarkable 
in that first number. He had heard 
other pianists who got just as much music 
out of their instruments, who had gone 
through just the same movement and had 
been just as free from gyrations. He be- 
gan to regard the Paderewski cut as 
simoaly another evidence that judicious 
advertising is the best thing in the world, 
and he Bad a sort of a feeling that he had 
been flim-flamméd out of his $3. But he 
was bound to see it out. 

It is well that he did. The next num- 
ber was something exquisitely dainty, and 
Was rendered with a delicacy which was 
eaptivating. Each succeeding number 
brought out some new beauty in Pader- 
ewski’s art—exquisite delicacy of touch, 
magnificent strength, perfect mastery and 
above them all a soul that rises superior 
to mere technique--even superior, it seems, 
to the ideas of the great master composers 
whose works he interpreted. 

Long before the end, the everyday man 
found himself completely under the charm. 
Hie forgot the hair, forgot the turn down 
collar and satin tie so glaringly incon- 
sistant with the evening dress, which ens- 
compassed the iithe bedy, forgot every- 
thing save that he was in the presence 
of a master artist. He found himself 
leading the applause—he,.and that enthus- 
jastie little musician ddwn in front who 
persisted in bowing back at Paderewski 
every time the latter gave the conventional 
recognition te the audience’s greeting. 

The little musician nad forgotten that 
there was anybody else in the house save 
the artist and ‘himself; that is the way 
the everyday man felt, too, and it was 
so with each of the others in that big 
assemblage. And such applause! [I have 
written of overwhelming ovations, but 
I have seen nothing like that manifested 
over the last three or four numbers of 
the Paderewski programme. The balcony 
and the gallery were pavked with people 
and once or twice they literally rose en 
masse and then the hand-clapping was 
punctured ky genuine lusty cheers. 

Paderewski’s triumpl. was complete. 
Again ahd again he was compelled to bow 
his acknowledgments, and when the last 
the audience 
refused to leave, but kept ealling him back 
until he gave them something more: and 
even then, although there had been noth- 
ing but this man and his piano during the 
entire evening, the crowd hated to leave 
ene spell was broken, but the night 
when Paddy played’ will remain with 
them a thrilling and palpitant memory.

Many Cases of Importance Ground Out 
Yesterday—What ‘Was Done in 
the Departments.

The civil branch of the superior court 

‘and the second division of the city court 
Were in session yesterday and several cases 
‘Were disposed of during the day. 
“The first division of the city court, pre- 
sided over by Judge Reid,was called to order 
at the uSual hour, but after a call of the 
docket the court was adjourned and all 
of the cases set for the day were checked, 
as the atiorneys interested were engaged in 
Ahe-work of the supreme court. 

The criminal branch of the superior court 
Was not in session yesterday, as Judge 
Richard Clark is still confined to his room 
on account Of iliness. Judge Clark is bet- 
ter than he was Tuesday, but he is still 
quite wéak and it Will probably be several 
days before he is ready to resume his work 
in the courtroom. Should he be able to at- 
tend court before the end of the week he 
will probably sentence Adolphus Duncan, 
as this announcement was mace several 
days ago. Carr will not be sentenced be- 
fore the latter part of next week. 

The criminal docket is considerably 
crowded at present, and many cases of 
much plblic interest are awaiting to be 
beard. Among the cases to be disposed of 
is that of W. N. Hudson, charged with 
muurder. Hudson was formerly employed 
by the city as a patroitman. While on duty 
last fall he discharged his pistol at a flee- 
ing thief. The bulict went wide of its mark 
and killed a negro and seriously wounded 
a white man. Hudson was suspended from 
the police force by order of Chief Con- 
nolly, but at the coroner’s inquest held over 
the body of the dead negro the officer was 
acquitted and the jury returned a verdict of 
accidental shooting. Hudson was later on 
indicted by the grand jury. [4is case will 
be: among the first reached when Judge 
Clark resumes work. Bryan, charged with 
the murder of a negro woman, 2nd Rothe- 
ry, who is held on the charge of stealing 
a@ diamond, will aiso be speedily given a 
hearing in the criminal court. Other cases 
will be reached in rapid order and the 
work ofthe court will be pressed as rapid- 
ly as possibie. 

Work of the Courts Yesterday. 


Judge Lumpkin, of the civil branch of 
the superior court, yesterday granted an 
injunction restraining Mrs. Mary G. Duck 
from disposing of certain property located 
on Auburn avenuc. 

The restraining order was granied on 
account of the filing of a petition by Bb. 
H. Silver & Co., a real estate ftirm com- 
posed of KR. Hi: Silver and J. L. Sehon, 
with offices tn the Norcross building. The 
petition alleged that Mrs. Duck is the own- 
er of four lots, Nos. 218, 220, 222 and 
Auburn avenue, which had been placed in 
the hands of Silver & Co. to be sold. Under 
the terms of the centract Mrs. Duck agreed 
to sell the property fer the sum of $3,909 
and a lot at No. 491 Auburn avenue for 
$1,000. All that the propérty brought over 
and above that amount was to be re- 
tained by the agents as their commis- 
sion. 

The petition further states that a letter 
Was received fram Mrs. Duck a ’*féw days 
ago, saying that she had decided not to 
sell her-property through them, but had 
a@ customer who would take the property. 
As sdon as the letter was received Silver 
& Go. filed the petition asking for an 
injunction restraining Mrs. Duck from dis- 
posing of the property until the stipulated 
term of-menths. for which they were to 
hold fhe lots had expired. The petition was 
granted yesterday by, Judge Lumpkin and 
the papers were served gn Mrs. Duck in 
the afternoon by Bailiff Austin, of the sher- 
iff’s office. 

The case of O. L. Stamps, invoiving the 
appointment of a receiver, was taken up 
in. ihe court and was discussed until the 
hour ‘for adjournment. The case vill be 
resumed this morning and argument will 
be continued. Mr. O. L. Stamps, who con- 
ducted a commission business on South 
Bread Street, became financially involved in 
the early part of last November and the 
business is now being conducted by “Messrs. 
Stamps & Griffith, who are under bond in 
order to secure the creditors of the busi- 
ness.

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The Christian Index Was Yesterday Sold 
to Rey. T. P. Bell. 


THE PRICE PAID WAS $11,010 


The Bidding for the Paper Was Very 
Brisk and Many Ministers 
Wanted the Property. 


The Christian Index was sold yésterday 
at noon by order of the court and was pur- 
chased by Rev. T. P. Bell, of Nashville. 

The price paid for the paper by Mr. Bell 
Was 311,010, and the good will of the paper, 
the subscription lists and the composing 
| rooms were Included in the sale. _ 

Rev. T. P. Bell, who now becomes edi- 
tor and sole proprietor of The Christian 
Index, is at present the corresponding sec- 
retary of the Sunday school board of the 
Southern Baptist convention, with head- 
Qugrters at Nashville. The duties of. the 
@jitor’s chair will make it necessary for 
Mr. Bell to give his whole time and at- 
tention to the management of the paper 
and he will call a meeting of the Sunday 
school board, at which he will tender his 
resignation as secretary. 

The Christian Index was established in 
1821 and has been a denominational paper 
Since its birth, It has now a wide circu- 
lation and finds its way into several thou- 
Sand Baptist homes throughout the south- 
ern states. The paper was purchased a 
few years ago by Mr. J. C. McMichael, a 
prominent member of the denomination 
and was run by him until his death last 
fall, since which time the paper has been 
conducted by Rev. A. C. Ward, who was 
appointed as managing editor by Mr. W. J. 
Campbell, the administrator of the es- 
tate. 

Recently an order authorizing the sale 
of the paper was granted by the superior 
court and it was advertised for sale on 
January 22d. The sale of the paper, on ac- 
count of the field occupied by the publi- 
cation and the fact that it was the only 
denominational paper in the south, attract- 
ed many prominent Baptists to the city 
yesterday with a view of purchasing the 
paper. ‘she bidding at the sale was ex- 
ceedingly lively and many bids were made. 
Among those who sought to purchase the 
paper were Rev. A. A. Marshall, Rev. O. C., 
Pope, of Augusta; Rev. George W. Gard- 
ner, of Fort Valley; Dr C. Z. Blalock, 
Major Frank Calloway and others of prom- 
inence among the denomination. 

The paper was finally bid in by Mr. A. 
D. Adair, who represented Rev. T. P. Bell, 
of Nashville. The purchase of the paper 
by Dr. Bell caused considerable surprise 
among those who were interested in the 
fate of the paper, as it is not known that 
he had any idea or intention of buying the 
paper.

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' JUDGE VAN EPPS ELECTED. — 


THE DISTINGUISHED BARRISTER 
RECEIVES A MARKED HONOR. 
President of the Board of Trustees of 
the Southern Medical College, 
Succeeding Dr. ' Powell 


— 


Judge Howard Van Epps, of this city, 
has been elected president of the board of 
trustees of the Southern Medical college of 
this city. 

This is a marked compliment to oneof the 
most distinguished members of the Atlanta 
bar. Judge Van Epps is the senior mem- 
ber of the firm of Van Epps, Ladson & 
Leftwich, and has been a resident of this 
city for the greater portion of his life. For 
nearly ten years Judge Van Epps presided 
over the city court of Atlanta, having just 
recently resigned that position. 

The board of trustees met yesterday of- 
terncon for the purpose of naming a suc- 
cessor to the late lamented Dr, Thomas S58. 
Powell, whose death created a vacancy in 
the presidential chair. Among the mem- 
bers of the board present were Colonel T. 
W. Latham, Colonel W. W. McAfee, Judge 
R, T. Dorsey, Dr. W. T. Goldsmith, Dr. 
W. S. Elkins, Dr. J. McF. Gaston and Dr. 
W. P. Nicholson. , 

Dr. Thomas S. Powell, the founder of 
the institution, held the office of president 
of the beard of trustees for nearly seven- 
teen years. Under his able administration 
the college was successfully conducted 
through the perils which menaced its early 
existence and firmly established in the 
affections of the southern people. The col- 
lege is one of the leading medical institu- 
tions of the country and numbers among 
its alumni some of the most distingushed 
luminaries of the profession. Nearly every 
State in the union is represented in the 
large number of students attending the 
present session. 

The college buildings are located direct- 
ly opposite the Grady hospital on Butler 
street. The buildings are constructed of 
brick, with granite facings, and. present 
a massive picturesque appearance. The 
faculty of the college is a strong one and 
is compcsed of several of the most emi- 
nent physicians of this city. 

In the selection of Judge Van Epps as 
president of the beard the college has 
taken on a fresh element of popularity. 
Judge Van Epps is ‘not only a man of 
broad legal scholarship and of ripe judi- 
cial learning, but an orator of brilliant 
gitts. His aitainments will shed additional 
luster upon the high office so ably filled 
by Dr. Powell and will still further ad- 
vance the reputation of the college. 

Judge Van Epps will preside over all 
meetings of the board of trustees and will 
doubtless preside over the graduating ex- 
ercises, delivering the diplomas to the 
young physicians. 

At the meeting yesterday afternoon Dr. 
J. McF. Gaston was elected vice president, 
Colonel W. W. McAfee treasurer and Dr. 
William Perrin Nicholson president of the 
faculty. Under these able officers the pros- 
perity of the institution is fully assured. 


CONVICTS AT COALBURG. 


Visit of Governor Oates and the Com- 
mission to the Prison. 
Montgomery, Ala., January 21,—(Special. 
Governor Oates and the convict comunis- 
sion have returned from their trip of 
inspection to the convict prison and the 
mines at Pratt City and at Coalburg, in 
Jefferson county. Ti:e Constitution’s Ala- 
bama correspoudent accompanied thetu on 
the trip, which was made in the hand- 
some private car furnished them by the 
oflicials of the Tennessee Coal, lron and 
Railway Company, and the excursion 
proved a most agreeable and insiructive 


one to all concerned. 

The big mines at Pratt, where about i,fv0 
of the state’s ablest bodicd ccnvictS are 
cmployed, were: first visited. This is’ the 
most extensive and most important mining 
property in the south and in many things 
“sets the pace’ for the smaller concerns. 
After spending a day at Pratt the’ guv- 
ernor wont to Wvalburg, the Sloss~ coi- 
pany s enormous. property. 

‘The inspection cof the latter mines and 
prisons Was attended perivaps with .grcater 
interest than was that of the Pratt com- 
pany’s possessions, inasmuch eas Ur. Parke, 
the county physician of Jefferson county, 
recently. published a repyrt in which.he 
criticised and condenmmed very sevcrely 
the accommodaticns accorded the convicty 
at Coalburg. He attacked the sanitary 
conditioas existing there and pronounced 
the prison and its surrounuings to be a 
sort of death hole. 

“As -the governor’s party saw the condi- 
tions surrounding the Coalburg convicts 
Saturday it must be said ihat thore was 
little to criticise. Of course, the accom- 
mcdations wiil not compare favorably with 
those oifered by the Aragon or the Ponce 
de Leou, but they appear to be entirely 
comfortable and the preimlses show no 
eause for the breeding cr fosier.ng of dis- 
ecses of any kind. ashe pr.son 1s not a 
cheerful looking establishment, it is true. 
lt is a big two and three-stcry frame buiid- 
ing built in the form of a hollow square, 
with a cross section running through tie 
ecuare.. There are six or eigut long ruovms, 
about 20x200 feet, and along eacn side of 
each room about 'fuur feet apart are sus- 
peided from the ceiling comiortabie straw 
cots, which are kept iresh and vlean and 
which are provided with an’ abundance cf 
cover. These rooms are provided wito sul- 
ficient of warmth by two or three jargce 
stoves. — 

Their ventilation could not be improved. 
In addition to a big supply of windows 
every second or third weatherboard works 
on a hinge and in summer ume Lhe prison 
aormiiories- can be and are converted into 
big open cages, through. which the fresn 
breezes from over the hiils can fan the 
biack cheeks of the jailbirds. Adjoining 
each room are sanitary closets, through 
which a stream of water is kept constant- 
ly running. 

Every convict is required to take a 
plunge bath each day. it is one of the 
most rigidly enforced rules of the prison. 
In the afternoon when the men come from 
the munes each files into the big bathroom 
where several hundred tubs about 6x7 
feet are filled with water.

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that the most essential thing to the 
health of the convict is personal cleanli- 
ness. The constant changing of clothes 
tmnakes a big week's washing for the prison, 
but there are enough women convicts in 
the adjoining female wards to attend well 
to this detail. 

Dr. Parke in his report “roasted’’ the 
hospital accommodations and regulations 
at Coalburg especially, but to one un- 
initiated in the inner mysteries and work- 
ings of sanftary matters the hospital ap- 
pears to be vastly more attractive and 
comfortable than the average convicts 
have any right to expect. The beds are 
good enough and clean enough for any- 
body, at least they were Saturday; the 
heating and ventilation were as good as 
could be desired and the best of attention, 
medical and otherwise, was being furnish- 
ed the sick. 

The culinary department of the prison 
appeared to be splendidly managed. An 
abundance of wholesome and palatable 
provisions are furnished and the _ side 
meat, cabbage, greens, cornbread and the 
little trimmings that ‘went with them 
would tempt the palate of the average 
free American citizen. 

The prison and the surrounding premises 
are situated on a series of hills or mounds 
and the best of natural and_ artificial 
drainage and sanitary sewerage is pro- 
vided. The purest of drinking water is 
furnished the convicts and to al appear- 
ances everything is done to keep them 
comfortable and healthy. None of the 
convicts ‘with whom the corresvondent 
spoke had any complaint to make and 
the correspondent readily agrees with the 
governor that there is no appearance of 
any. cause for complaint of the treatment 
the convicts are accorded at the hands of 
the Sloss Company. 

A Heavy Death Rate. 

The fact remains, however, that very 
many @onvicts at Coalburg die. The 
death rate there is unquestionably enor- 
mous. The work in the mines is said to 
be no more unwholesome there than in 
the mines elsewhere, but the death rate 
is materially larger. One of the employes 
of the company was asked the reason for 
the existence of this fact. “It is simply 
this,’’ said he. “Our convicts are all 
county convicts. We do not get any of 
the state’S culprits, but make our con- 
tracts with the counties individually.” 

When a county possesses an old, broken- 
down negro who becomes a burden to it, 
instead of sending him to the poorhouse, 
they put him in a dirty, unwholesome ail 
for awh.le, convict him of some _ trifung 
offense and send him to us. Many of them 
—large numbers, in fact—are never able to 
do a day’s work after they reach us. Yet 
we have to receive and care for and nurse 
them. Why, one old negro recently died on 
the train en route here, and another died 
the day after we received him. ‘There are 
two men slowly dying in the hospital now, 
who have been ill ever since they reached 
here, and yet we will be charged with 
their deaths. The reason our death role is 
high is that the lame, the halt and the 
blind are unloaded on us, and we take care 
of them when the almshouses shouid do so. 

The governor made no personal inspec- 
tion of the work inside the mines at Coal- 
burg, but he did at Pratt mines. It Was 
interesting to see the distinguished govern- 
or of the great state of Alabama sitting on 


cart with a miner’s lamp on his hat and 
ducking his head in dodging corners of 
slate as the cable drew hs modest little 
vehicle at lightning speed through the nar- 
row openings far down in the ground. The 
correspondent’s kodac would not work or 
he Constitution would be able to show 
the people of Alabama how their chief ex- 
ecutive appcared in his modest turnout. 

Governor Oates considers that the con- 
victs at both mines are well treated, well 
fed, well clothed and well housed, and 
those who saw what he did on the trip of 
inspection agree with him entirely. It may 
have been that things were fixed up for 
the occasion, that the mines were on pa- 
rade, but it was evident that good meth- 
cd and wise regulations were in vogue at 
the mines visited and that the cry of the 
politician about the inhumanity. of the 
convict laws of Alabama was all a fake. 

In justice to Dr. Parke it should be said 
that his report produced a wholesome effect 
on the mine operators of the state and that 
many needed improvements have been 
made at Coalburg and elsewhere, asa re- 
eult of it
